Beware lest anything hold such charms for you that 
God cannot count on you to bear fruit for Him. A solemn passage 
is found in II Cor. 5:10-14. "For we must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ; that everyone may receive the 
things done in the body, according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad. Knowing therefore the terror of the Lord 
we persuade men—For the love of Christ constraineth us_". 

It often will be difficult to see through the maze of 
confusing circumstances and pick out the perfect path of God.

In the fall of '51 we found Bernie Ladd missing, having left for Fort Stewart, Ga., and the Lord 
had added Helen Miller, Bob Kirby, and Frances Pickett, all former students in the school to our 
class. As we look back over our Christian lives, we see how God saved us, how we gave our lives 
to Him for full time service, how we were called to Bible School, and we wonder where the last three 
years have gone. We ask ourselves, "Are we ready to serve the Lord?" And we covet your prayers 
that we might go forth in the power of His gospel.

"These all with one accord continued stedfastly in prayer. . . . And they continued 
stedfastly in . . . prayers" (Acts 1:14, 2:42 RV). 

The example of the early Church teaches us several lessons in prayer from the 
above quotations: 1. As goes the leader-ship, so goes the convoy; or, like priest, like 
people. The apostles with the disciples set an example of stedfastness in prayer, and 
the new converts followed on. 2. To new converts, it may be just saying "prayers," 
but if continued in stedfastly, they will soon learn with the disciples of the Lord to 
"continue stedfastly in PRAYER." 3. They practiced the holy habit of praying though 
there was no apparent emergency provoking them to do so. 

As prayer was fundamental in laying the foundation of the First Church, and also 
essential in adding the superstructure, so with every Christian organization, and so with 
this Bib'e Institute. If WBI is going to continue stedfastly in spiritual progress and material 
expansion, then she must continue stedfastly in prayer. 

Believing this, we have established a Prayer Steward Department to encourage 
individual believers in Christ to continue stedfastly in prayer. Th's department suggests 
a cycle of prayer, to encourage systematic praying, so needed today. It also sends 
out a monthly prayer letter to instruct in prayer from Gcd's Word and thus encourage 
intelligent praying according to His will. It furthermore sends out new prayer requests 
to encourage freshness and definiteness in prayer; and sends answers to prayer to 
encourage both praise and faith. Then it forms prayer groups to encourage the practice 
and fellowship of prayer.

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THE ONLY HOPE 


May, 1951—almost 20 centuries have elapsed since that eventful scene on the Mount of Olive* 
when the Lord Jesus Christ ascended from out of the midst of the disciples saying, "Ye shall be wit¬ 
nesses unto me." And those very disciples were witnesses, for in the first century after the death of 
Christ, the entire then known world had heard the gospel. 

But how far have we gone; how much have we done in almost 2000 years in obedience to the 
commands of Christ? Let us examine the world and see where our failures have been. 

The question of whether this jittery world will enjoy a few more years of relative peace, or 
whether it will momentarily be plunged into the terror of a mighty self-exterminating atomic war, 
is still hanging in the balance. This situation is not new, for at various times in the history of the 

world, it has found itself in a similar predicament. On other occasions, however, less has been at 

stake. The powers of the world have always been able to settle their differences by scheming and 
compromising. But this time it will be all or nothing. For Communism has boldly proclaimed its 
goal, to dominate the world. Now the so-called democratic or Christian nations have no choice; they 
stand to gain or to lose all. Their backs are against the wall. 

The search for a way out has been frantic. Politicians, statesmen, educators, churchmen, all have 
joined in the desperate pursuit. All have offered their solutions, but it seems as if the one certain 

way out has not yet been found. It is so old that many have either forgotten it or cast it aside, so 

obvious that many have overlooked it, so simple that many who know of it and believe it have failed 
to recognize its true possibilities. 

What is this one way out? Simply by admitting to God our human weaknesses, failures, and sins 
and by turning to him through his Son, asking for forgiveness, guidance, and help. 

History has written its own story. The first God fearing nation was Israel. When she obeyed 
God, He destroyed her enemies. But when she became proud, and failed to look to God, He allowed 
her enemies to overpower and enslave her. America for the most part was colonized by men seeking 
religious freedom. Early in her history she developed a reputation for harboring God fearing people. 
The most popular profession was that of the clergyman, and virtually every college and university 
founded during the first century was begun on a religious basis. So pronouncedly Christian was one 
whole segment of the United States, that one man's description of the Middle West as the Bible Belt 
stuck for a quarter of a century. 





Yet as time went on, there seemed to be a definite softening of the marrow. The religious con¬ 
victions of our forefathers were dropped. Slowly, but surely, there was a shift, from the Bible to 
science as the authority for faith and conduct. Yes, the Bible was set aside. It contained truth, but 
it did not contain all truth. Such reasoning on the part of the church brought no end of confusion, 
for with the church offering two or more sets of standards by which to determine right and wrong, it 
was inevitable that the modern man should turn away from the church. 


In spite of this awful condition, there was a faithful remnant, but even among this group, two 
opinions prevailed. The one group realizing the condition of their leaders and churches, boldly broke 
away and established independent churches of their own that prospered and grew. The other group 
believing that all was not yet lost and hoping that their churches might still return to the Scriptures, 
chose to remain with the modernistic church. 


But worse was yet to come. For even these two Bible loving groups did not unite, and no sooner 
had they gone their separate ways than they began to direct unkind remarks at one another. 


Many American Christians are finally awakening to the tragedy of all these happenings, for 
even if statesmen should suddenly agree that the only solution to our national and world dilemma 
is to turn to God, they could expect little help from the church. For the church by its conduct has lost 

the right to serve as a guide. It has rejected the only authority that God has provided_the Bible. 

But neither can these two fundamental groups step forward with clean hands and a pure heart. For 
while the world has been calling for a clean and honest presentation of the gospel, they have been 
wallowing in a mass of politics and gossip. 


How can the revival we desire to have so much sweep our country when there is such a lack 
of love among our Christian leaders? 


This desperate situation demands a desperate course of action. The United States, the last 
great democratic or Christian nation teeters on the brink of calamity. Only a mighty revival such as 
God brought to Great Britain through John Wesley can bring more than temporary relief. Unlike most 
any other country in the world, the United States has a dozen great evangelists, anyone of whom 
could lead in such a revival. Behind them stand a great mass of Christian believers with a growing 
desire to see more evidence of God's power in their lives and in the world about them . . . And 
behind them are even a greater mass of women and men, shaken by the desperate world situation, 
ready to be shown how to trust Christ as Saviour. 


What must be done? First must come an utter and complete breaking down of all pride and 
self righteousness. Every believer must confess his failure to love God and his brethren as he ought. 
Then there must follow a heart-felt concern and love for fellow believers and those who are lost in 

sin. All we possess must be surrendered to the mighty sweep : ng power of the Holy Ghost. Christians_ 

let's not fail, for this is the only hope!

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IF CHRIST BE NOT RISEN 


"If Christ be not risen" is one of the most potent negative suppositions that can be made in 
connection with the Christian faith. Intelligent infidels are quick to see that this is the battlefield on 
which is to be won a victory, either tor the divine or merely human conception and character of the 
whole New Testament. 


The resurrection of Jesus Christ has been called the most crucial event in history. By the defenders 
of the Christian faith the resurrection has been called the "Gibraltar of Christian Evidences and the 
Waterloo of infidelity." The resurrection is the rock from which all the hammers of criticism have 
never chipped a single fragment. 


Paul used the expression "If Christ be not risen" and then proceeded to show what would be the 
result if this were true. This is a part of Paul's argument against the materialistic infidelity that had 
crept into the church of Corinth concerning the resurrection of the dead. Says he "Now if Christ 
be preached that he rose from the dead, how say some among you that there is no resurrection of 
the dead. But, if there be no resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not risen. And if Christ be not 
risen—then what? 


First of all "our preaching is vain or empty." The Gospel has had its heart torn out. Our message 
is robbed of its vitality—its very life. The denial of the resurrection of Jesus Christ and by that is 
meant His bodily or physical resurrection empies the glad tidings of its gladness. 


If Christ be not risen our preaching is emptied of good news. The Gospel has lost its note of 
joy and is changed into a funeral dirge. It has become a gospel of death, a mere biography of a 
man that lived an extraordinary life but died a defeated criminal's death, "Even the death of the 
cross." It is then, only a wierd story which has for its anti-climax a crown of thorns, a rugged cross, 
a stiffened corpse, and a cold dark tomb. If Christ has not risen our preaching is emptied of its power. 
St then becomes only the history of a man that tried and failed and such a tale could never save 
anyone. It is the resurrection of Jesus Christ that gives the Gospel its dynamic and vitalizing power. 
Unless Jesus Christ gained a victory at Calvary over death, hell, and the grave, we are still their 
victims. Unless Jesus Christ lives to enforce the provisions and claims of the Gospel, it has no value 
whatever. 









"If Christ be not risen then is our preaching vain and your faith is also vain." If Christ be not 
risen your faith is an empty faith. That hand which you stretched out to a living Christ is empty still, 
for these is no living Christ. All that you have grasped at you have missed. Your hand has closed upon 
nothing. All that you have accepted and received by faith as a free gift from God, through Jesus 
Christ, a divine sonship, eternal life, justification, and a home in heaven, you did not receive at all. 
If Christ be not risen these are not yours. You have believed in vain. Your faith is empty. It has 
brought you nothing. 


If Christ be not risen "ye are yet in your sins." The name of a dead Saviour has no more power 
than that of Socrates, Plato or Mohammed. You are still in your sins for you are without a Saviour. 
You are the victim of a delusion. You supposed that you obtained from Jesus Christ a guarantee of 
your forgiveness. You thought you had a receipt signed by the eternal God showing that your sin 
debt had been paid, that the old account was settled long ago. And that guarantee and that receipt 
consisted of the empty tomb and the Risen Lord. 


But Paul did not end here, for he goes on to say, "But now is Christ risen from the dead." The 
Holy Spirit speaking through Paul has assured us that our preaching is not in vain, our faith is not a 
delusion and that the payment for our sins has been accepted because Christ is risen. 


If Christ be not risen how may you account for the empty tomb, the Lord's Day, the Christian 
Church, and the New Testament. These many infallible proofs cause us to say with the apostle Paul 
"Christ Is Risen." 


The story is told of a man that was going down a street in Chicago, when in a window he saw 
a very beautiful picture of the crucifixion. As he gazed spellbound at the vividly pictured story, he 
suddenly became conscious that at his side stood a small street urchin. The lad's gaze and tense 
expression showed that the "Crucifixion" had really gripped his little soul. 


Touching him on the shoulder the man said, "Sonny, what does it mean." "Don'cha know," he 
asked, his face full of marvel at the ignorance of the man beside him. "That there man is Jesus, and 
them others is Roman soldiers, and the woman that's cryin' is His mother," and, he added, "they 
killed Him!" 


The man was loathe to leave the beautiful scene but could not tarry long at the world's tragedy 
so he turned and walked quietly down the street. In a moment he heard the pattering of footsteps 
at his heel and turning saw the little street urchin. "Say mister," the lad said tugging at his coat, "I 
fergot to tell ya. He rose again!"
